Two Thousand Rounds of Ammuni- 
tion Turn Up Unexpectedly. 
Griffin, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
Several days ago in discussing the short- 
age among the state militia of ammuni- 
tion, Captain Smith was informed that a 
large number of cartridges was ‘in the 
vault of the cierk of the superior court 
and had been there for several years.

At the meet- 
ing of the democratic county chairman 
of Iowa, Mr. Bryan, in the course of 
his short address, said: 

The Chicago platform, like the inaugu- 
ral address of Thomas Jefferson. was 
built for all time. We need not repudiate 
@ syllable or idea of it. But when new 
and important issues arise. we can take 
them into the family and make the cam- 
paign upan them without apologizing for 
any past fight. 

And again, explaining the political 
conditions and the outlook, he said: 

We lost tn the last campaign because we 
lacked the foreign vote. They didn't un- 
derstand the silver issue. But they well 
understand what a standing army means. 
They know what expansion and imperi- 
alism mean, and will vote against them. 
They will understand these things better 
than the native American themselves, 
and on such issues we can win. 

It is this portion of hig speech in 
particular which has been picked out 
as a “shelving’’ of the silver issue, 
and as evidence of Mr. Bryan’s person- 
al willingness to subordinate his “pet 
dogma” as a matter of party policy. 
Much is being said 
may be proper to add right here that 
the more that is said on this line, the 
better it will be for the democratic 
party. 

There is absolutely nothing in what 
Mr. Bryan is quoted as saying that 
will not be heartily indorsed by every 
good democrat.

ST. RAILWAY FRANCHISES 
INTENDED AS A WHIP 


TO FORCE PURCHASE OF THE 
ELECTRIC LIGHT PLANT. 


Mr. Atkinson Says No Sane Man 
Will Put Money Into: Street 
Railway Competitions. 

He Calls It “Financial Suicide” and 
the “Destruction of Proper- 
ty,” Etc., Etc. 


Editor Constitution—Mr. H. M. Atkin- 
son, controller of the electric light mo- 
nopoly is asking the city council to give 
additional franchises to the Collins Park 
Belt line. He is asking from the council 
the right for this company to condemn 
more than twenty blocks of the track of 
the existing railroad. He is asking this 
right to interfere with the existing rail- 
roads upon the pretext of building up a 
competing system. 

Mr. Atkinson does not want a compet- 
ing system. What he is really after is 
to make the owners of the present street 
railroads buy his lighting plant and the 
few lines he will build under his’ fran- 
chises. This is clearly shown by Mr. At- 
Kinson’s own letters. Speaking of his 
effort to make Mr. Hurt and his associ- 
ates buy the lighting plant, In a letter 
dated April 13, 1899, to General Gill, Mr. 
Atkinson wrote: “The whole matter is 
solely one of price. * * * At the price I 
have put on it (referring to the lighting 
plant) it is by far the cheapest part of 
the situation. * © * The only way I 
Can deal in the matter is to sell or buy.” 
To show that all he is after is to ‘“‘sell 
or buy’’ and not maintain a competing 
line, read the following extract from a 
letter dated April 2, 1899. from Mr. At- 
kinson to General Gill: “Tenth. One 
has but to look about to find unmistakable 
evidences of the disastrous nature of the 
competitions of public service industries. 
They are natural monopolies. No sane 
man will put money into such compctl- 
tions. It is financial suicide. It means 
the destruction of property. No man 
with a proper regard for the rights of 
others will undertake it.” ‘Eleventh. 
Look -at the Atlanta Railway Company 
history. The Consolidated has had num- 
erous opportunities to acquire it at rea- 
sonable figures. Instead it chose to spend 
thousands of dollars in fighting and has 
finally given twice the price the prop- 
erty could have been bought for a short 
time ago. This is always the result. 
Somebody has got to pay for these fights. 
And it is significant that in the case 
just cited the Atlanta Railway Compa- 
ny did not, but got paid in full.”’
